The hearing of the probate suit of Mr. 
James ©. Cuailan, solicitor, of Kingscourt, 
ageinst Mrs. Mary Carroll, of Dingin, Co. 
Cavan, was concluded. ‘I'he plaintiff sought 
to establish the will of Mr. James McMahon, 
farmer, late of Uarrickleck, deceased. ‘I'he 
defendant disputed the will on the usual 
statutory grounds, and, in addition, pieaded 
undue influence against the plaintiff and his 
sister, which was denied. 

The assets of the deceased man consisted 
of £1,180 on deposit receipt, about thirty 
acres of land and ten ead of cattle. He 
left £500 to his cousin, Philip Halpin, who 
originally was a defendant with Mrs. 
Carroll, but who since had died; £300 to 
Miss Callan, of Kingscourt, sister of the 
plaintifí; £50 for Masses, and all the rest 
of his property to the plaintiff, whom he 
appointed his executor and residuary legatee. 

he judge ruled that there was no evidence 
of undue influence against Miss Callan, and 
the three usual questions were left to the 
jury, with the additional question whether 
there was undue influence on the part of the 
plaintiff. 

The jury, after an absence of twenty 
minutes, found in favour of the will. and 
also that its execution was not obtained by 
the undue influence of the plaintiff. 

r. Justice Sullivan accordingly gave 
a avg the plaintiff, and admitted the 
will to probate in solemn form. He allowed 
the plaintiff his costs out of the estate, and 
directed that the defendant should abide her 
own costs.

OFFICIAL’S CLAIM FOR 


COMPENSATION. 
(BEFORE SAR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
The hearing ‘was concluded of the case of 
Medcalf: v. the Great Southern Railways 
Company, in which Mr. Robert E. Medcalf, 
retired railway official, of 74 Monkstown 
road, Co. Dublin, claimed to be entitled, on 


relinquishing his services in the employment 


whole of the plaintiff’s contributions, which 
was not accepted, the defendants lodged 
£235 10s, 5d. in Court in full discharge and 
satisfaction of the whole of the plaintiff’s 
claim in every respect. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. Johnston 
(instructed by Mr. W J. M. Coulter) 
appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. Phelps, 
K.C., and Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by 
Mr. John J. McDonald) for the defendant 
company. 

The argumenis having concluded, 

THE JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Justice Meredith delivered judgment 
in favour of the defendants, dismissing the 
action with costs, holding that the plaintiff 
was only entitled to the sum lodged in 
Court—£235 10s, 5d. He pointed out that, 
on the amalgamation, it was essential that 
the company should reorganise to effect 
economy, and they had, therefore, to dis- 
pense with the services of a certain number 
of officials who would not be put out of 
employment under the old conditions. To 
his mind any argument to the effect that 
the existing amalgamation scheme did not 
provide for the circumstances that had 
arisen, and that a Court of Equity must 
therefore do so, must fall to the ground 
by reason of the fact that an Act of Parlia- 
ment had provided for the whole matter. 
The Act of 1926 was passed to supersede 
the provisions of the Act of 1924 by reason 
of possible overlapping with respect to 
officers getting double compensation under the 
Act of 1924. He had. therefore, to look. at 
the benefit to which the plaintiff was 
entitled under the rules of his own fund. 

he plaintiff was asked to accept a post 
which, in his lordship’s view, the arbitrator 
was correct in holding involved increased 
duties, and on his rofusal the company dis- 
posed of his services. Was that, he asked, a 
dismissal under the rules? If he had any 
reason for applying a very strict construc- 
tion, he thought there would be room for a 
good deal of argument, that under the rules 
the plaintiff wonld be excluded from any 
rights to the fund at all, because it might 
be holding that, if he did not come under 
Rule 13. he did not come in at all. 

In conclusion, Mr. Justice Meredith said 
that he held that the plaintiff, under Rule J3, 
was entitled to receive back his contributions 
to the fund, without interest. It seemed to 
him, he added, a very stringent provision, 
but he was not concerned with that. He 
held that this was the only sum to which 
the plaintiff was legally entitled, except. the 
compensation he received under the Act.

THREE YEARS’ IMPRISONMENT 
BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT AND A JURY. 

The hearing was resumed and concluded of 
the case in which Morgan Gleeson was 
charged on thirty-nine counts with the 
embezzlement of sums of money while in the 
employment of Mr. J. J. Keane, corn and 
hay factor, trading as Christopher Dodd and 
Co., Smithfield, between February, 1926, and 
July, 1929. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C. (instructed by the 
State Solicitor), prosecuted; Mr. J. Maguire 
(instructed by Messrs. McHenry’ and 
Maguire) appeared for the accused. 

The accused, who had given evidence on his 
own behalf on the previous day, was further 
cross-examined by Mr. Rice, and said that 
his position in the employment of the firm 
was that of clerk and collector, and he 
entered the cash that he received in the cash 
book. He made the entries from the state- 
ments that he received, and which he took to 
be coriect. He did not count the amounts. 

Counsel took the witness through the 
various items in the books, which he admitted 
were mainly in his handwriting. In certain 
instances pointed out the tots were not accu:- 
rate, and showed losses to the firm, but he 
disclaimed any responsibility for that. ‘There 
were certain figures that appeared to have 
been altered, but not by him. 

Mr. Magu:re—When charged in the Court 
below were you allowed out on bail ?~—Yes, 

Was Corcoran, who was charged, allowed 
out 7—No. 

The witness emphatically denied having 
ever made any false entries in the books. 

John Corcoran, who, at an earlier period, 
had pleaded guilty to a charge in connection 
with the case, was brought up from the vells 
and examined by Mr. Rice, K.C., by way of 
rebutting evidence, as to his duties when em- 
ployed as a clerk in Mr. Keane's establish- 
ment, and he denied that he supplied Gleeson 
with the figures referred to in the case, or 
had altered the tots. 

Judge Davitt, charging the jury, said that 
some one Bid undoubtedly falsified the 
accounts so as to defraud Mr, Keane of 
hundreds of pounds, and the jury would have 
to say whether the accused, on the evidence, 
was that person. 

The jury, after an absence of an hour and 
a half, returned a verdict of guilty on several 
counts. The foreman, on behalf of the jury; 
added their opinion that the want of super 
vision in the office was a source of temptation 
to the accused. 

Judge Davitt sentenced the prisoner to 
three years’ imprisonment.

. LONDON, Friday. 
Overseas exhibitors of butter at the 
Dairy Show have a keen sense ot the value 
of publicity. Over every box of colonial 
butter is.a large card giving the name of 
the creamery, one of which is Marvy- 
borough, New’ Zealand: Over the Irish 
Free State butter boxes “there is nothing 
whatever in the way of advertising, and 
the arrangement of the exhibits is slightly 
uneven; yet the Irish butter shown, with 
few exceptions, scored from 90 to 96 out 
of a possible 100. | 
In view of coming legislation in the 
Irish Free State regarding the quality of 
milk to be used for human consumption, 
the display of plant and equipment for 
producing clean milk is extremely inte- 
resting. 
In the “marketing ‘demonstration made 
by the British Ministry of Agriculture 
there is a striking exhibit showing what 
the market wants in the matter of bacon, 
eggs, table poultry and pork. 
IRISH PORK EXPORTS. 
During a visit to the Central Meat 
Markets at Smithfield I learned from 
one of the largest sellers of pork 
that Irish supplies are arriving in yood 
condition and bringing good prices, but 


delays in delivery continue to cause 
trouble. Yesterday morning Irish carcases 


were pitched about two hours late, and 
but for the fact that other supplies 
were short they would have missed the 
market altogether. The causes of these 
delays are being investizated by the Irish 
tree State Trade Commissioner here. 

Despite the increased quantities of 
home-killed. and Irish pork handled in 
Smithfield last year, there was a deficiency 
of about 30,000 tons of ‘fresh pork com- 
pared with the pork marketed in 1025, 
when Dutch predominated. The figures 
were :—

Marketing Board to create a demand for 
food and other articles produced within 
the British Commonwealth of Nations, 
some valuahle -publicity work is being 
done by ‘thé “Trade Commissioner for the 
Irish Free State in London. During the 
past year its has! taken’the: fornr if cpm- 
prehensive displays at Grocers’ Exhibi- 
tions in .such important eontres: as Hull 
and Bristal,, while a boat was secured for 
conveying “iú “floating exhibition of Irish 
Free State produde’to ‘some of the leading 
cross-Channel ports. 

Quite a number of exhibits have been 
made in retailers’ shops, ana “in ti.is con- 
nection I understand .that whole shops 
will be taken, over for publicity purposes 
in Glasgow and .in. Port Talbot, South 
Wales. As I write,, there is an effective 
display of Irish Free State produce in a 
shop on Gloucester road, Kensington, “and 
the eggs are marked 3s. 3d. per dozen. 

Unless.a@ sustained effort of this kind 
is made to advertise what the Irish Free 
State can ‘produce, .she ¢annot hope to 
make much headway. Her keenest rivais 
are striving night and morning to keep 
their names before thé public, and, if she 
intends to hold the market, sie must be 
prepared to do likewice.

Some of the best birds handled 
hy Smithfield’ salesmen come from Ireland, 
but the value of-the whole is, depreciated ly 
lots which the censignor has not taken the 
trouble to ‘etidé ‘and pack attractively. § 
limited number of poultry-keepers take & 
the production of table fowl seriously.

PROPOSED AMENDING 
ACT, | 
O——— 


Important references to the bill which the 
Northern Government proposes to introduce 
next year to amend the Education Act 
were made yesterday by Senator H. B. Arm- 
strong, M.A., President of the Association 
of Northern Ireland Education Committees, 
at the fourth annual meeting of that organi- 
sation, held ir the Municipal College of 
Technology, Belfast. He said that all parties 
were agreed that the Ulster Education Act 
should he amended so as to provide that the 
Bible instruction at present being given in 
public elementary 3 hac should be made 
secure for all time in all State-aided schools— 
so far as if was within their power to do so— 
and that the teachers in such schools should 
he in accord with the religious views of the 
parents. 

If the amending bill to be introduced by 
the Government next year was confined to 
these two questions, apart from non.ontro 
versial matters, it would have the hearty 
support of Education Committees and County 
and County Borough Councils 

If, said Mr. Armstrong, any attempt was 
made to take advantage of the amending 
bill in order to introduce an element which 
would wot he amenable to public control. 
and iú the election of which the public would 
have no voice, he was afraid it would he the 
imperative duty of all local autkerities to 
offer to such preposal resolute and determined 
oppositicn. 

He was certain that 
not desire any fundamental amendment of 
the Act except on the two points he had 
mentioned. but that. on the contrary. it was 
emphatically opposed to any proposal which 
would be ealevlated te re-ntreduce  sec- 
tarianism--directly or indirectly—into trans: 
ferred schools, and more esvecially to the 
somewhat astonishing demand that provided 
schools, érected aud equipned out of public 
funds. should be ‘condtrctéd, in effect, under 
denominational manarvoment. 

The desire to minimise denominational 
differences. and to afford the greatest possible 
facilities for a common edneational and social 
platform, was. he asserted, one of the most 
‘ronounced features of public opinien in 
Wérthern Ireland at the present moment. 


A YEAR OF PROGRESS. 

The year which has just concluded had 
heen masked by much progness jn educa- 
tional matters. The .annual report of the 
Ministry of Education, which dealt with the 
vear ended 3ist Mareh, bore ample testimony 
to this progress, and in the months which 
had since elapsed the advance had been 
steadily maintained. Education committees 
were realising their responsibilities to an 
ever-increasing extent, and were fully eager’ é 
ing the confidence reposed in them by the 
(Government. ‘The most satisiactory feature 
of all was the fact that teachers were apply- 
ing themselves to their duties with fresh 
energy and spirit, ‘encouraged by the en: 
hanced facilities which the Education Act 
had brought .within-their.. reach. A great 
stimulus had been given to education gener 
ally, particularly primary education; an in- 
valuable asset had been introduced in the 
shane of group or district school committees, 
the members of which were displaying much 
interest in their véluntary work, and alto- 
gether it+ could be said with ‘confidence that 
a new public spirit had been awakened. 
charged with great’ promise for the future of 
education in Northern Ireland. '

After Such a heavy defeat, as was natural, 
4 strong reaction against everything -mili- 
tary set in. The old Junker spirit was 
effaced for a time, giving way to a form 
of extreme ‘‘ pacilism,’’ and, although 
somé of the older men—most of whom 
had not fought in the war—cherished hopes 
of an early revenge, the average German 
m the years that fcllowed the Armistice 
renounced heartily all ideas of another 
struggle. 
Eleven years have passed since Ger- 
many’s collapse, and in the meanwhile 
she has made a really astonishing 
pecovery. Her people, who filter the war 
were inclined to suifcr from an inferiority 
complex, have regained confidence in them- 
‘selves. No German believes for a moment 
that his country was defeated in the field, 
insisting, rightly or wrongly, that the army 
would have held out almost indefinitely 
but íor the fact that the “ home front ”’ 
collapsed through lack of food. The 
younger generation of Germans has no 
doubts at all on the matter. The old idea 
of the invincible Germany Army still holds 
goody and, if you suggested to a young 
German-that Foch won the war, he would 
laugh a£ you. ; 


WAR- GUILT. 


There is no trace of braggadocio or 
“ biúáfí ” about this frame of mind. It is 
utterly sincere. The suggestion that Ger- 
many is guilty of the war is not enter- 
tained for a moment, even by those Ger- 
mans—and there are many of them—who 
ure guile ready to confess that they were 
misled by the: military junta that sur- 
rounded the Kaiser. Every German 
regards that clause in the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles which throws the whole blame for 
the war on his country as a base, and 
baseless, calumny. Most intelligent Ger- 
mans will not hesitate to admit that the 
policy of the military party had a large 
degree of responsibility for the crime of 
August, 1914; but they certainly will not 
acquit either Russia or France of com- 
plicity, while some of them declare that 
the. real begettor of the war was King 
Edward VII. 

‘Be these things as they may, the point 
‘is that young Germany has no feeling of 
guilt, and is in no way ashamed of itself. 
Whatever the older generation may have 
done, or not have done, youth, in Ger- 
many as elsewhere, ‘cares little for the 
past, and is forging ahead towards the 
future. Young Germany regards the 
Treaty of Versailles as an iniquitous 
instrument, invented for the sole purpose 
of oppressing Germany, and of preventing 
her from the development of those arts of 
peace in which she excels. It has grown 
up to find that after eleven years of 
peace foreign soldiery still occupies its 
soil, Germany's colonies have been 
annexed by her conquerors, Alsace Lor- 
vaine—stolen, as all Germans allege, not 
by Bismarck, but by Louis XIV.—has 
been given to France, and, crowning 
indignity, the hated Poles, who in parts 
of Eastern Germany are known as “ die 
Schwarzen,’’ or “the blacks,’’ have been 
granted possession of lands that are con- 
sidered by Germans to be as German as 
Devonshire is English. 


DISARMAMENT, 


Furthermore, young Germany sees its 
country disarmed. An army of millions 
has been reduced to 100,000; the navy 
has almost disappeared, and there is no 
Air Force. Disarmament was imposed on 
Germany by the Versailles Treaty as a 
preliminary step towards the disarmament 
of Europe and the world. Young Ger- 
many éehas read its Treaty. Yet, when it 
looks around, it discovers that France, 
Italy, Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Belgium, 
Yugo-Slavia, and Rumania are armed 
more thoroughly to-day than ever they 
were before the war. Is it surprising that 
young Germany should be slightly 
puzzled? Can anybody wonder at its 
sense of genuine grievance? 

I do not suggest for an. instant that 
Germany, old or young, is preparing for 
another war. Nothing could be farther 
from the people’s minds at the moment. 
Statesmanship, however, must deal not in 
years, or even decades, but in centuries ; 
and the Versailles Treaty undoubtedly 
has laid up a store of sorry trouble for 
the future. It is all very wel&\to say 
“Tae victis.’” Germany lost the War and 
must take the consequences.’’ Quite so. 
But. has there been a single case in his- 
tory—short of the annihilation of a 
country—in which a defeated Power has 
“taken the consequences ” without an 
effort, sooner or later, to avoid them? 
Does any sane man really believe that 
Germany will tolerate the isolation of East 
Prussia, the cradle of the Junker, from 
the mother country; or that the prepos- 
terous ‘‘corridor’’ giving Poland access 
to the sea will survive fifty years? 


A GROWING NATION. 


The Treaty of Versailles hemmed Ger- 
many in on all sides. So long as she was 
“down and out ” it worked fairly’ well; 
but wait until Germany begins to expand. 
Remember that her people are exceedingly 
virile, and that an increasing population 
must find an outlet somewhere. When 
expansion reaches a certain point, some- 
thing must burst. That is, in essence, 
what happened in 1914. When will it 
happen again? I do not believe, as I 
have already “said, that Germany will 
make any more.trouble in our time. She 
has more sense. But let there be no mis- 
take. She is not reeonciled to the loss 
of her colonies, tg the flagrant dishonesty 
of the Upper Silesian “ settlement,’’ or 
to the Allies’ refusal to permit political 
and economic union with Austria. 

In the days when Germans used to talk 
about “ Der Tag,’’ they had no grievance 
against the rest of Europe. To-day they 
have many, and, being human beings, 
they feel precisely as Irishmen, or, for 
that matter, Chinamen, would feel in the 
same circumstances. Defeat has not trans- 
formed every German from a “ blonde 
beast ” into a plaster saint. War found 
him very human, and it has left him 
much as it has Jeft the rest of us. There 
is, of course, this difference. We are 
inclined to hope that the Allied-German 
account was closed on November 11th, 
1918. The Germans hope otherwise. 


LOST PROVINCES. 


It is not easy to adduce concrete 
evidence of this assertion; but you find 
little things cropping up in all sorts of 
ways to remind you that Germany has 
not renounced all hopes of an‘ eventual 
recovery. In Munich, for instance, there 
is an interesting form of war memorial 
in the Odeonsplatz. Here, hanging on a 
large wall under a colonnade, are ten 
huge wreaths, bound in German Imperial 
and Bavarian colours. They are ip- 
scribed to “ Eisass-Lothringen,” ‘‘ Pfalz,” 
“Rhein, Ruhr, Saar, Eupen-Malmedy,”’ 
“ Schleswig Holstein,”’ “' West Preussen, 
“* Posen,”’ ‘‘ Schlesien, 
“ Sudeten Deutschland,” “ Siid Tirol, 
Steiermark,”” and “ Kolonten.’’ These 
wreaths are surmounted by the words, in 
reat letters, “ Herr, Mach Uns Fret 
(“ Lord, Make Us Free’’). The ten 
wreaths are to the ten portions of German 
soil that have been, or still are, occupied

_ By the way, the official War Memorial 
in Munich is the most impressive that I 
have seen anywhere, with the exception 
of the standard memorials in the British 
War Cemeteries in France. It is situated 
in front of the Army Museum, by the 
famous Hofgarten, and consists of a 
sunken cenotaph, in which lies an 
enormous efigy of a German soldier in 


‘full uniform. ‘The cenotaph is contained 


in a kind of roofless stone room, in the 
walls of which, in letters of bronze, are 
inscribed the names of all the known 
Bavarian soldiers who fell in the war. 
On the cenotaph itself are the words: 
“Sie Werden Auferstehen’’ (‘They 
Will Arise ’’)—nothing more. 


AN IMPRESSIVE MEMORIAL. 


It is impossible for me to give even the 
remotest idea of the’ impressiveness of 
this memorial. It is so massive, yet so 
extraordinarily simple in its execution 
that it creates at once an atmosphere of 
sublime dignity and of exquisite sadness, 
Í was touched deeply by the piety of 
those relatives who had left from time to 
time little wreaths of flowers under the 
places where the names of their fallen 
were written. Some were handsome 
wreaths, others pitiably poor ; and several 
mothers had placed their humble offer- 
ings in jam-pots, filled with water, to 
keep the flowers alive for a few days. 
Women are the same the world over, and 
the memory of a son is‘as dear in Ger- 
many as it is in England, in Ireland, or 
in France, ‘‘ Sie Werden Auferstehen.”’ 
“Their Name Liveth for Evermore.’’ 

I did not see many War Memorials in 
Germany, but those that I did see im- 
pressed me. In Bavaria especially, the 
memory of the war is very keen, and the 
sense of grievance is stronger than in any 
other part of the country which I visited. 
I was in Munich before the Prussian 
Government banned the Stahlhelm, and 
every third man of the ex-soldier type 
was wearing the little ‘‘ tin hat’’ in the 
lapel of his coat. I spoke to several cf 
these men, who made no secret of the 
fact that they were teaching their chil- 
dren to work for the liberation of the 
Fatherland from the shackles that had 
been placed upon it by the Allies. The 
League of Nations they regarded with 
cynical amusement. “We must be in 
it, said one man to me, “' but we realise 
quite clearly that it is merely an instru- 
ment in the hands of the Allies, par- 
ticularly of the French, to give a simula- 
crum of international sanction to their 
spoliation of Germany.” 

‘“Do you think that the League will 
abolish war?’’ I asked. 

“Can any League abolish human 
nature?” was the reply. ‘‘ I do not think 
that there will be another war within the 
next fifty years, for the simple reason 
that all the nations are exhausted, and 
America has all the money; but the pre- 
sent position of the States of Europe is 
basically unsound, and, what is even 
more important, basically immoral. In 
the long run (auf die Dauer) such a 
system cannot possibly last.’’ 


GERMANIA IRREDENTA. 


Most educated Germans, I discovered, 

take a like view. None of them wants 
another war, for many and obvious 
reasons; on the other hand, none of 
them is willing to contemplate the per- 
petuation of the existing condition of 
affairs. The loss of Alsace-Lorraine 
might be borne with a certain measure of 
equanimity, although no German will 
admit that Alsace is French; but the 
Polish business is a totally different 
matter. Many millions of Germans 
have been placed under Polish rule, 
and, just as in the case of Italians 
who were under Austrian rule, they will 
do everything in their power to get out 
of it. It may take a century; it may take 
even longer. Talk to the Germans about 
Poland, and you will realise that it is 
an ultimate certainty. 
From our point of view, the most 
interesting speculation, naturally, is the 
position of Great Britain ris-d-vis the new 
Germany; and it is in this respect that 
I found the greatest change of all. I 
happened to be in Germany when the 
war broke out in 1914. In those days an 
Englishman—and we all were Englander, 
whether we came from London, Dublin, 
or Glasgow—was fairly popular with the 
Germans, and those of us who were in 
the country in the summer of 1914 had 
a very good time. Few people in these 
islands, however. realise the genuine sur- 
ere with which the ordinary Germans 
earnt of Britain’s entry into the war. 
The Potsdam clique, of course, knew all 
about it; but the man-in-the-street really 
did believe, with that almost incredible 
simplicity that characterises the Teuton, 
that Britain would remain neutral. 


GOTT STRAFE ENGLAND. 


When war was declared on August 4th, 
disappointment turned rapidly to un- 
precedented bitterness. There was a cer- 
tain amount of sympathy with France— 
Germany, too, remembered 1870—Bel- 
gium was treated with contempt, Italy 
with disgust ; but the real hatred was.re- 
served for the Russians, and, above all, 
for the English. 

I remember in the first days of fhe 
war reading a poem in a German paper, 
which I have not yet forgotten. Most 
of the lines have slipped my memory, but 
the refrain went— 

“Entartet Kind derselben Mutter, 

“Alt England, Ach! Schimet du dich nicht?” 

“Depraved child of the same mother, 
Old England, are you not ashamed of 
yourself?” This feeling of reproach 
quickly became intensified into the bitter 
hatred of the Gott Strafe England period, 
and right through the war the name of 
England was anathema. '' We have only 
a single enemy,’’ shrieked Lissauer— 
““ England !’’ 

Fifteen years have passed since the 
shock of England’s defence of Belgium 
aroused German fury, and in those few 
short years there has been an astonishing 
chagge For this change the principal 
credit must be given to the British Army 
for its conduct, on the Rhine. Further 
more, in all the Allied and international] 
conferences that have been held since 
the Armistice, the British have done 
their best to give Germany a square deal, 
and, to a certain extent, they have 
succeeded. At any rate, all bitterness 
against Great Britain has disappeared 
completely. Englishmen not only are 
welcome in Germany to-day ; they are re- 
garded almost with feelings of affection. 


A CONTRAST. 


The French are disliked universally, 
whereas during the whole war I never 
heard a real attack on them by a German 
—that was all kept for us! The Italians 
are liked very little more than the 
French. Their treatment of the Germans 
who live in the Trentino has created a 
feeling of deep bitterness against them. 
One | Recties told me that the Fascists 
were so anxious to “‘ Italianise’’ the 
Trentino that they actually insisted that 
tombstone inscriptions should be written 
in the Italian language. | 

It is not difficult to understand the 
dislike of the Germans for people of this 
mentality, and possibly their partiality 
for the British is a matter of contrast.

“he Royal Ulster Rifles. 


The ist Battalion of the Royal Ulster 
Rifles, which has, for the first time in 
over thirty years, returned to quarters in 
Belfast, has, strange to say, spent very 
little time in Ireland during its long 

atin history. The Ist 

Battalion was raised 
in 1793 by Major 
W. Fitch, and was 
*— known in its early 
lays as the 83rd 
Regiment of Foot. 
[he battalion proved 
a popular attraction 
” for the youth of Ire- 
land, and very 
quickly there was 
recruited a second 
battalion, which later 
3 became the Loyal 
Cotone, BERNARp. Limerick Regiment. 
Many of the first 
recruits of the Rifles were Dublin men, 
and the battalion occupied, in its early 
days, the old Custom House at Essex 
Bridge, transference being made at a 
later stage to the Royal Barracks. The 
battalion’s stay in Ireland, however, was 
very brief, and orders were received to 
go out to the West Indies. Since that 
time the unit has served in many different 
climes. The only periods of home service 
in Ireland were two short stays in 1880 
and in 1890, the latter being only for a 
few months. 

In 1810 the battalion rendered signal 
service in South America. and, as a 
reward, was allowed to style itself the 
Royal County Down Regiment and to 
wear the Irish harp and crown 

Colonel Denis Kirwan Bernari, C.M.G.., 
D.S.0., of Castle Hacket, Co. Galway, 
who has been in command of the Ist 
Battalion since 1927, is a seasoned Rifle- 
man. His first unit was the Rifle 
Brigade, and, apart from the years when 
he was on the Staff. his service has been 
spent with “‘green jackets.’’ During the 
Great War he fought on four different 
fronts. 


An Ulster V.C. 


Ulster will be represented at the Prince 
of Wales’s dinner to holders of tie 
Victoria Cross by Quartermaster-Sergeant 
Robert Scott, of Ballinran, Kilkeel. ‘The 
Northern Government have decided to pay 
the expenses of all V.C. men residing in 
Ulster who wish to attend the dinner. 
Mr. Scott, who served with the Man- 
chester Regiment both in the Boer War 
and the Great War, won the Victoria 
Cross in the Boer War. He was with his 
regiment at the siege of Ladysmith, and 
was entrenched at Cesar’s Camp, which 
was the key to the town. Attack after 
attack was launched by the Boers, but the 
Manchesters, their numbers dwindling, r- 
pulsed every assault. Finally, when al! 
danger was over, and Ladysmith saved, 
only two of the company of Manchesters 
were left—Corporal Pitt and Private 
Scott. Both were awarded the V.C. 
Scott also served through the Great War, 
and retired with the rank of quarter- 
master-sergeant. 

It is an interesting fact that yet another 
V.C. hails from Kilkeel. He is Lieutenant 
Hanna, of the Canadian Forces, who won 
the Cross for bravery during the Great 
War.

Marketing to Kilrush. 


I learn that the women of Clare are 
growing more self-conscious with in- 
creasing prosperity, and consequently one 
good custom, at least, is falling into 
abeyance. In older days the women going 
marketing to Kilrush, from mixed motives 
of economy and ease, were wont to go bare- 
foot as far as the little stream which 
crosses the main road, where the hill down 
from the Moyasta side runs into town. 
There they would call a halt, wash their 
feet, and don stockings and shoes before 
entering the outskirts. Now they trudge 
or drive their ass and car al! the long 
miles from their home to market, with 
their feet encased either in strong shoes, 
which hurt the flesh, or in fashionable 
footwear, which sacrifices shape and 
comfort to appearances. The result is 
that the feet of the Clare cailin have 
ceased to be what once they were—a by- 
word for beauty. ‘That stream was, too, 
in the troubled times, a source of much 
apprehension to the neighboarhood; for 
it is recorded in the old prophecies—of 
which any visitor to the county hears so 
much—that the fate of Ireland is to be 
decided there in a kind of Gaelic 
Armageddon. There is to be, it appears, 
a conflict between the blacks and’ greens. 
That was interpreted in terms of the 
recent conflicts, but the incident did not 
take place. I expect that it did happen 
long ago, when the fifths of Ireland were 
at their perennial game of war.

LANDSCAPES. 


EXHIBITION BY MISS LETITIA 
M. HAMILTON, 


It is an interesting exhibition of Irish 
and French landscapes which Miss Letitia 
M. Hamilton presents at the Gallery, St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin. In the canvases 
on view, this painter has caught and repro- 
duced the natural beauties of her subjects 
with that distinctive touch which makes her 
work always so acceptable. She has a fine 
sense of colour and line, and has the gift of 
imparting atmosphere to her work, and re- 
creating the life in her subjects. How vividly 
for instance, she reflects the rugged splendour 
of the Mourne Mountains, and the bleak 
life in such surroundings in her painting 
(No. 22) of that subject. The contour of 
the mountains with the valley formation 
suggested, has been well treated, as have also 
been the lonely farmhouse and stables. 

Much of the purple splendour of the Con- 
nemara Mountains is presented in such 
studies as those of Doolough (No. 9) and a 
study of Connemara (No. 24). In a quieter 
tone are a couple of paintings of Dingle Bay. 
There are some delightful cloud effects worked 
into the canvas, “Clouds” (No. 17). A 
nicely contrasting pair with a homely touch 
are the two paintings of scenes in an Irish 
Bog (Nos, 23 and 25), in which the natural 
colovring of the bog in the different seasons 
has been well treated; the brown tints in the 
winter scenes are beautifully done. 
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There are also some lovely little paintings 
of scenes with different hunts, w are, on 
the whole, full of life and colour. 

Familiar scenes of life in the country towns 


are reproduced in paintings of the market 
place, Monasterevan and Portarlington. The 
village street at Clondalkin has also provided 
scope for an interesting study, in which light 
and shadow have been well treated. 

In her French subjects there are clever 
studies of scenes and life at Honfleur and 
other centres. 

The exhibition is very attractive and should 
be successful.

CENTRAL COUNCIL MEETING. 
The usual monthly n-eeting of the Central 
Council of the Irish Local Government 
Officiais’ Union was held at the Union-Head- 
quarters, 4 Upper Ormond quay, Dublin. at 
5.70 p.m. on Thursday, the 24th inst., Mr. 
Jobn P. Keane, President. in the chair. 
GRADED SALARY SCALES. 
The Council had under consideration a 
report from its committee-on terms and con- 
ditions of service in fesponse to the Central 
Council’s direction to formulate graded salary 
scales appropriate to clerical positions 
throughout the service. The report set, out 
the minimum scales which in the opinion of 
the committee would be applicable to .clerical 
appointments, The adoption of these scales 
by the Central Council was postponed to the 
next meeting, pending consultation with the 
branches, special meetings of which are to be 
convened for this purpose. 
The cominittee submitted also a proposed 
scheme for the regrading of the clerical staff 
of the Wexford County Council, consideration 
of which by the Central’ Council was deferred 
pending its adoption of standard graded 
salary scales. 
It was noted that the special committee of 
the Clare County Connec)) set up on the 
suggestio: of the general secretary of the 
Union to investigate the clerical staff's re- 
quest for increased remuneration and the 
proposed scales submitted by the genera! 
secretary had rcported to the County Council 
that in the ecommitiee’s opinion a very good 
case for consideration had heen established, 
but that the present financial position of the 
County Council was such as to preclude any 
increased expenditure on account of salaries 
at present, and recommended that considera- 
tion of the applications for increases should 
be postponed until such timie as the county 
finances have so improved as to be capable 


of meeting the claims of the staff. The 
committee recommended increases in the 
cases of the accountant and taxation officer 


in respect of their work in connection with 
motor taxation. This. report had been 
adopted by the County Council on the 17th 
instant. 
COST OF LIVING BONUS. 

The Central Council endorsed the resolu- 
tion unanimously adopted on the previous 
evening at a mass meeting of civil servants. 
Local Government officers and transferred

The Military Service Pensions Bill, «which 
has reeeiwed a first reading in the Dail, is a 
short five-clause measure which precludes 
retired and dismissed members of the Royal! 
irish Constabulary from drawing two pen- 
sious——one on account of service in the R.LC. 
an’ another for service in the Irish Free State 
Army. 

The Bill also makes it unnecessary for the 
Controller and Audiior-General. to examine 
the data on which the Board of Assessors sect 
up under the 1924 Pensions Act based their 
decisions in regard to the amount of pension 
to be paid to any officer, N.C.O., or man, 
and makes. the. findings of the Board of 
Assessors final and conclusive. It also pro- 
vides that pensions shall be paid on substan- 
tive rank only, and not on the acting rank 
which may have heen held by officers on their 
retirement from the Army.

TASKS FOR RECIPIENTS. 

The Poor Relief (Dublin) Bill, which 
received a first. reading in the Dail on 
Wednesday, proposes that Boards of 
Guardians in Dublin City and County 
shall have power to grant relief out of the 
Union to persons who cannot at present be 
so relieved, provided that such persons 
have been resident for two years in the 
city or county. 

As a condition of the issue ot relief, the 
recipients may be required to perform 
tasks ’-uitable to their age, sex and 
strength. Boards of Guardians: are to. be 
given power to purchase or lease land, and 
to buy plant, tools and equipment for the 
provision of work. 

For the purposes of the bill the Dublin 
Union will be divided into two districts, 
one of which will consist of the County 
Borough of Dublin, Rathmines, Rathgar 
and Pembroke, and the other the re- 
mainder of the Dublin Union. 

The expenses incurred. in relation to the 
granting ¢” relief shall be raised equally 
over the two districts.

EXPERTS. 


T.D.’S KNOWLEDGE 
OF POACHING. 


PLEA FOR OLDER 
JUDGES, 


From Our Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 

When it comes to a question of fur and 
feathers, the deputies in the Dail prove 
themselves a very knowledgeable body of 
men. Yesterday they resumed discussion 
on the Game Preservation Bill, and it 
must be admitted that many of the 
speakers showed a remarkable familiarity 
with the various methods of poaching 
game. 

When Deputy Shaw raised a question 
of the proper time to burn off furze, a 
dozen deputies knew exactly when the 
birds were nesting, and made frantic 
efforts to catch the Speaker’s eye. Every 
habit and domestic secret of snipe and 
timid hare was known to these omniscient 
politicians. 

What they did not know about snaring 
rabbits or disposing of netted partridge 
was not worth mentioning, At every 
minute one expected some deputy, no 
longer able to contain himself, to carol 
that.such activities were “ his delight on 
a starry night in the season of the year.” 


AN EXPERT TO EXPERTS. 

Deputy Gorey was in his element, 
Time after time he laid down the law, 
leaning nonchalantly against the back of 
his seat with his feet crossed and hand 
in pocket. He spoke as an expert to an 
audience of experts, and indeed, with the 
notable exception of the Minister for 
Justice, they all seemed to possess an 
uncanny knowledge of the subject. 

It is three years since Deputy Shaw 
has fired at a partridge. ‘‘ They are 
extinct for the moment in my part of the 
country, ” he. said sadly. 

Deputy Anthony waxed indignant over 
the £2 ground licence for shooting. He 
had been prepared to support the bill, 
but he found that it embodied all the 
worst elements of game laws under the old 
régime. 

“SPORTING C.I.D.”’ 

The provision that a licence-holder may 
demand the licence of any other sports- 
‘man encountered on the same land 
infuriated Deputy Corry. This would 
bring into existence, he maintained, a 
new force of men like the C.ILD. to 
harass the sporting populace. 

The debate on this bill 
adjourned. 

A motion that a joint committee of Dail 
and Senate be set up to deal with neces- 
sary amendments in the Courts of Justice 
Act, 1924, was proposed by Deputy Jasper 
Wolfe. He dealt with many instances of 
incomplete and unsatisfactory laws. 

“The legal history of Ireland shows 
that our greatest lawyers were at their 
best from seventy-five years of age on- 
wards,’’ he declared, and in this connec- 
tion he instanced the late Chief Baron 
Pallas. Connty Court Judges and Dis- 
trict Court Justices, he said, should not 
be con:pelled to retire on pension and 
learn to play golf at the age of sixty-five. 

The motion was seconded by Captain 
Redmond. Since Deputy Wolfe had talked 
for forty minutes, said Captain Redmond, 
he would be brief himself. He was as 
good as his word.

While Deputy Wolfe was speaking Com- 
mander G. Arroyo and another officer 
from the Chilian submarine O’Brien, who 
had been paying a ceremonial visit to 
President .Cosgrave, entered the Dis- 
tinguished Strangers’ Gallery.

A number of other motions 
could not be proceeded. with on account 
of the unpreparedness or absence of their 
proposers, who had not expected them fo 
come up so soon. The Speaker, therefore, 
adjourned the Dail, and the deputies glee- 
fully departed.

SEVEN YEARS OF 
FASCISM. 


THE DUOR’S INTERNAL 
POLICY,

The Times to-day, in. the course of a 
leading article on ‘‘ Seven Years of 
Fascism,’’ says:—Whatever the ultimate 
form which the Constitution may even- 
tually assunie, Italy cannot fail to derive 
permanent benefit, both moral and 
material, from the invigorating discipline 
of Signor Mussolini’s dictatorship. So 
much may readily. be admitted, without 
either assuming too rashly the réle of the 
political prophet or ignoring the difficult 
problems which still lie ahead. The Duce 
has certainly succeeded.in awakening in 
the minds of the Italian people a new 
national consciousness. He is imposing 
upon the passive body of public opinion 
an entirely novel machinery of govern- 
ment. But this success has only been 
possible because for the moment the 
ideals of the Fascist Party have been a 
genuine expression of the popular will. 
In the long run Fascism can only survive 
if it continues to satisfy the political and 
social needs of the strongest section of 
public opinion. As soon as it fails to do 
this it must either perish through internal 
disruption or be destroyed by some form 
of violent revolution. 

By suppressing all criticism and per- 
manently depriving the Opposition of all 
legitimate methods of expressing minority 
opinion, the Duce appears to have 
deprived his own party of the 
only means of judging its own 
conformity with the popular will, and 
measuring the forces which it is attempt- 
ing to control. Not content with sittinz 
on the saicty valve, he has removed the 
pressure gauges as well. There lies the 
danger. It is true that, from time to 
time, he has let drop a hint that he re- 
gards there repressive measures merely 
as temporary forms of discipline, which 
may be relaxed some day, when the health 
of the body politic has been restored. But 
apart from the shadow of popular election 
in the constitution of the new Chamber, 
which only dehberates, but does not legis- 
late, the whole of his internal policy 
seems based upon the complete suppres- 
sion of any articulate expression of any 
form of public opinion—other than that 
of the Fascist Party. And since the 
Fascist Party itself is admittedly a very 
small mjgnority—less than a tenth of the 
total population—the vast majority of the 
nation seems to be permanently deprived 
of any real. voice in its own government. 

Such a constitution may work well for 
a while, so long as the governing clique 
is sufficiently intelligent to rule ‘ike 
the Platonic guardians in the interests of 
the whole; but modern history has yet to 
show the oligarchy which has succeeded 
for any lencth of time in living up to that 
example. Mesnwhile, the world will 
watch with interest the gigantic an 
original political experiment to which 
Fascist Italy is committed.

M. Herriot, the ex-Premier and Radical 
Socialist .leader, delivered an important 
speech to-night at the Radical Congress at 
Rheims. He referred to the idea of a 
federation of nations in Eutope, and said 
that he was convinced that the idea was 
perfectly realisable. It was important, he 
declared, not to indulge in false analogies, 
and he deprecated comparisons between a 
European federation and the historic examples 
of Switzerland, Italy, and the United States. 
The principle which should be aimed. at 
should exclude all idea of hegemony. 

He did not believe that America would 
object to the idea—several Americans had 
already given their approval to it—nor did 
he think that Great Britain would any longer 
be opposed to it. The fear appeared to 
exist that such a federation“would prove a 
check to the influence of the League of 
Nations. To this objection his answer was 
that if the Conference of 1924 had failed, it 


was because they could not conciliate in- 


terests so distant, for example, as those of 


Uruguay and Sweden.

HIS ACCOUNT OF THE 
OUTRAGE. 


In the course oí a further interroga- 
tion, Fernando de Rosa the young 
Italian Anti-Fascist, who fired at the 
Prince of Piedmont yesterday, repeated 
his previous statements. 

He stated that he had not been insti- 
gated by anyone to make the attempt on 
the Prince; had not taken the advice of 
anyone, and had not even told anyone of 
his. intention. He had come to Belgium, 
bringing with him the revolver which he 
intended to use for the attempt. At 
Antwerp he had bonght several news- 
papers, studied the programme of the 
Prince’s movements, and decided that the 
most fayourable occasion for the attempt 
would be when the Prince visited the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier. He had 
calculated that the Prince would be 
separated from his entowrage on this occa- 
sion, and he would, therefore, be able to 
shoot him without hitting anyone else. 
For this reason he rejected his “previous 
idea of making the attempt at the Italian 
Embassy. 

Having decided where he would make 
the attempt, he bought a map of Brussels 
and made up his mind first in his hotel 
in Antwerp what his course of action 
should be. 

NO THOUGHT OF ESCAPE. 

On being asked how he could possibly have 
expected to escape after the attempt, De 
Rosa said that he had not foreseen the 
possibility of escaping, and had been quite 
ready to sacrifice his life. “TI thought,” he 
added, “‘that I would have been killed on 
the spot, and I am astonished that I am still 
alive,” 

The map of Brussels on which De Rosa 
had marked the route which would be 
foliowed by the Prince’s car has been found 
in his luggage. 

During a search of the room which De Rosa 
hais in Brussels the police found the 
charred remains of a letter which he had 
burned in his graie before leaving for. the 
scene of the attempt. De Rosa steadily 
— to say anything whatever about this 
etter. 

When questioned as to the motive of his 
attcmpt, De Rosa said that when he was 
in Milan eighteen months ago he was dis- 
gracefully ili-treated by the police because 
he had dared to shout “ Long live liberty” 
while a party of Biack Shirts was passing. 

. When the Prince appeared on the steps 
leading to the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier, 
De Rosa stated, he pushed aside a soldier 
and another man who stood in his way, and 
ran forward, shouting “Long live Matteoti.’’ 

Matteoti was an Italian Socialist who was 
murdered, according to many people, with the 
connivance of the Fascist Government. After 
that he had no idea of what happened. “I 
must have fainted,’’ he explained, 

De Rosa paid a tribute to the humanity 
of the Brussels police. ‘If they had been 
Italian people.” 
killed me on the spot, like a dog.”’ 

Asked to complete his identity by giving 
the names of his parents, De Rosa said that 
he had never known them, as he was a 
foundling. : 

He had on him a sum of 800 francs. 

“I earn my living in Paris.” he 
‘and this money constitutes the whole 
my savings.”’ 

While he was being questioned, De Rosa 
maintained a stoical attitude, and replied 
politely, but unhesitatingly, to the questions 
put to him. 

The other arrested Italian, Luigi Pasquale, 
was born in Naples in 1898, and has lately 
been living in Ghent. He was released last 
night.

RESOLUTIONS OF 
AG RICULTURALLEAGUE

The Standing Committee of the Agricul. 
tural League met at 41 Parnell] square, Dub. 
lin, yesterday, and passed reso utions on the 
subjects of de-rating and the efforts to secure 
a better market ior Lrish-grown grain. 
J. J. M‘Grane presided. 

The resolution with, reference 
grown grain was as follows :— 

“That this committee, while appreciating 
the efforts made by the Grain Growers’ Asso 
ciation to secure the home market for Irish 
grain, feels compelled to register its dis 
upproval of the manner in which it is pro 
posed to secure only 15 per cent, of that 
market. It is to be deplored that any body 
of practical farmers saould allow themselves 
to be Mancuvred into the position disclosed 
by the “terms of reference”’ of the pro- 
posed Commission. Within the narrow limits 
Gi an a@0iil.cute Ol do pir Cceul. nalive gram 
with maize for feeding stock, the Commission 
has to decide. As the right to protect and 
develop our agriculture by tariis has been 
apparently waived for another remedy which, 
i adopted, wall require Goveininent In. 
Spector at almost every cross-roads, and 
which has no precedent in aly other country. 
it Is fairly evident that the findings of the 
Commission are a foregone conclusion. In 
any case, it would be impossible to expect 
the Director of Agriculture, who wil be 
the biggest of the ' Big Three’ in this matter, 
to arrive at a decision that would be tanta- 
mount to a censure on his policy and tin 
policy of his chief, the Minister for Agricul 
Lure, 

“This League reiterates its policy of pre- 
tection for agricultural produce, and wishes 
to emphasise at this juncture that the solu- 
tion of the grain problem is (1) a tariff on 
maize and maize products; (2) an immediate 
embargo on foreign oats, and: (3) an ad- 
mixture of a percentage of Irish wheat in 
our flour. There should be at once a State 
inquiry to ascertain why the foreigner can 
produce oats and dump them into this 
country cheaper than we can grew them. 

“ Further, we wish to place on record our 
disapproval of the implication in the ‘terms 
of reference,’ that Irish malting barley is to 
be reduced to the position of feeding ba:ley 
and Irish wheat to the position of animal 
food alone, thus leaving the most remunera- 
tive markets for Irish grain completely to 
the foreigner.”

DE-RATING. 

The resolution on de-rating rons :— 

“That this Committee is dissatisfied with 
the personnel and terms of reference of the 
proposed Commission. Instead of, as pre- 
viously announced, being widely representa- 
tive, it Is now seen to be practically a Com- 
mission of civil servants, presided over by a 
judge of the Courts. The terms of reference 
are concerned with the effects of de-rating 
rather than with the problem itself. As the 
crux of the whole matter consists in finding 
the money to de-rate, and as it would seem 
that this is not included in the inquiry, the 
Standing Committee considers that the whole 
gesture of the Commission is not seriously 
meant. The Agricultural League, that has 
brought de-rating to the forefront of political 
issues, and has submitted a scheme to the 
Government, would strenuously oppose any 
scheme that would involve new taxation on 
our commerce, industry, or the workers.”

UNEMPLOYMENT.

Well-known experts are taking 
week-end conference on British Unemploy- 
ment and World Economics, at Oxford, 
arranged by the Oxford City and University 
Branches of the League of Nations Union. 

The conference was given a send-off by 
the Oxford Rotary Club at a luncheon, at 
which the chief guest was Sir Arthur Salter, 
an old Oxford boy, who is now Director of 
the Kconomic and Finance Section of the 

ue of Nations. 

Sir Arthur said that the country had a 
right to expect from its experts some real 
contribution towards the solution of its 
unemployment problem. The new attempt to 
remove impediments to. foreign trade was 
the forthcoming conference under the ‘League 
of Nations to arrange a tariff truce. 

EXAMPLE OF THE U.S.A. 
The driving force behind the new proposal 
of a United States of Europe was obviously 
the extreme and overwhelming prosperity of 
the United States of America. 

It was not superior industry or superior 
skill; it was not, in spite of Prohibition, 
superior virtue that was responsible for that 
prosperity. It was just this, that the United 
States of America enjoyed an independence 
which was subject to two vital exceptions— 
no seperate State micht enrol a separate 
Army or erect separate Customs tariffs. 

With that examplé before Europe it. was | 
natural that Europe should be asking, ' Can 
we emulate and achieve the same results?” 

_ THE HARD FACTS. 

Sir Clive Morrison Bell, M.P,, in opening 
the first session last night on “A Earopean 
Customs Union: Is it Possible?’’ said that to 
this question he felt forced to reply that 
though it was certainly possible it was rone 
the less highly improbable, at least fir a 
very long time. It was of little use quoting 
the United States of America as the nedel 
on which either a Customs Union or a iTmted 
States of Europe might be founded—the con- 
ditions were so entirely different. In the 
United States of America. though there were 
many voices spoken, there was at least cne 
universal! language. 

THE QUESTION OF LANGUAGE. 

“ Picture,””’ he said, “ the astonishment that 
would be caused in Britain if we were told 
that, in the interests of international unity, 
we hard to discard our. own ‘beautiful Jan- 
guage and adopt, say, French or Russian. If, 
on the other hand, the United States of 
Europe were to be a unit of which Great 
Britain did not form a part—and this seems 
to me more likely for our only line of unity 
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Í should surely be imperial—then imagine the 


feelings of, say, the French nation if it were 
decided that German were to be the future 
European language.” 

To have some universal language would be 
merely one of the first steps along the long 
road to unity. The ideal of the United 
States of Europe could be brought about 
only in generations, perhaps centuries. Conld 
anything, then be done? Undoubtedly, 
in a less ambitious path real and solid pro- 
gress could be made.

Nowadays, thanks to the Proprietary Articles 
Trade Association, most patent medicines 
bore a reasonable profit, though there were a 
few outstanding exceptions. There must be 
some sort of co-operation between the manu- 
facturer and the retailer; otherwise neither 
party could be happy in their dealings. 
PLAYING THE GAME, 

He was sorry to say that there were still 
a number of Free State chemists who did 
not seem to realise that it was not playing 
the game to receive the benefits resulting 
from that Association without subscribing to 
funds. Every chemist in the country bene- 
fited from the various activities of the 
Association. They did not, by any mrans, 
confine themselves to regulating prices. 
They were open to help and advise their 
members on everything appertaining to 
pharmacy in every branch of the business, 
the result, of course, being that all pharmacy 
benefited—-at least, they hoped it did. 

There were 531 members of the Association 
on the 350th September last year; 17 new 
members had been elected, but, unfortunately, 
there were 23 unpaid subscriptions—one or 
two of these had since been paid—leaving a 
total membership at the end of the year of 
525. The shrinkage was_ regrettable, but 
they hoped to stop it.

should not at all think that the Orthodox 
Church was ready for communion with the 
Anglican Church at present. When the 
war was over the Orthodox Churches found 
themselves in a very pathetic condition, and 
that. caused them to look sympathetically to 
the Church of England with longing and in- 
terest. They did not know much about 
us, and they were anxious to be on terms 
with us, and to know more about us, but 
that was a completely different thing ‘rom 
reunion. His own view was that the 
Orthodox Church was standing a little 
further off than it was ten years ago, 

“Anglicanism must know Orthodoxy. better ; 
and Orthodoxy ‘mist know Anglicanism 
better. T hey must be able to know and 
see with undivided views what Atiglicanism 
stands for. if Anglicanism was purely 
Protestant it could not unite with the Fast; 
if Anglicanism was Catholic—as they be- 
lieved it was—he did not see i - there 
could not be a close relationship between 
the Anglican and the Orthodox Churches. 
They daid realise that Catholicism need 
not necessarily mean Romanism. i Hear, 
hear.) They could look to the East, and 
i could see that the Eastern Churches 
ha refused to be associated with, or 
dominated by, Rome for over a thousand 


years. 
: THE CHURCH IN RUSSIA. 

M. Klepinin, a layman of the Russian 
Church, gave an outline of the present posi- 
tion of the Church in Russia. All yeli- 
gious, he said, were persecuted there for 
some years past, but the Orthodox Church 
more so than any of the others, He 
told of how bishops and priests were 
executed and imprisoned, but: the martyrs 
and the people who were true to religion 
purified the Church, and the numbers of 
believers increased rapidly, and the Com- 
mufists saw plainly that they were entirely 
unable to crush religion. Some of the most 
crucial problems in Russia to-day were the 
social implications of Christianity and the 
relations of science to religion. 

The speaker then related the activities of 
the student movement in Kussia, and told of 
the training which students for Holy Orders 
were receiving in the Seminary in Paris. 

THE BISHOP OF CASHEL, 

The Right Rev. Dr. Miller, I shop of 
Cashel, proposed that an Irish branch of the 
Anglican and Eastern Churches’ Association 
be formed. He said that there never was a 
more favourable time for the discussion of 
reunion than the present. The world had 
suffered so much that while there was no 
falling away from what was regarded as 
itself essential in doctrine, yet there was an 
almost universal desire to give way upon 
points which were not fundamental. The 
union of Scottash Presbyterians was at once 
a cause for congratulation and at the same 
lime a warning. For nearly one hundred 
years two sections of that Church were 
divided upon methods of government whilst 
united In doctrine. Negotiations were going 
on for twenty years, and they were to be 
congratulated upon having at last overcome 
their difficuities. It showed that when there 
were broad differences in doctrine, divisions 
as to orders, creat diversity as to forms of 


worship, they could not expect any very 
rapid progress in the home countries. Still, 
there was a remarkable change abroad, 


especially in Southern India, and they all 
awaited the discussion of the Lambeth Con- 
ference upon that great question with the 
greatest eagerness. The settlenient was full 
of difficulty. It was possible that to go too 
far in one direction might cause a division 
which had not hitherto existed. 

As regarded the Eastern Churches, there 
had beer; a big step forward, The validity 
of our Orders had been recognised, and this 
opened up the way to frank and full discus- 
sion as to divisions in doctrine and in forms 
of worship. When in Jugo-Slavia a few 
years ago he had the privilege of speaking 
to a Patriarch of the Orthodox Church on 
several occasions. His country had probably 
suffered more than any other in Europe. He 
saw the deadly blow which the Church in 
Russia had received, and he was most anxious 
to get as close as possible to the Anghcan 
Church. He was resolutely opposed to union 
with Rome, on the ground that Rome arked 
for absorption, not union, and he was most 
willing to consider the possibility of rennion 
with the Anglican Church. Any representa- 
tive from the Church of England and the 
Church of Ireland would be welcomed every- 
where at the present time. In Serbia they 
had shown by their actions their imtense 
desire to get inte close touch with English 
religious life. They had welcomed the Youn á 
Men’s Christian Association, which was really 
a Nonconformist society, with open arms. They 
were establishing branches of that society 
throughout the ‘country. The sum of the 
matter was this:—The door was open for the 
beginning of a werk which. in all probability, 
would result in the closest union. Our part 
in helning them in the war and sinee had 
resulted in establishing such confidence in 
Anclican integrity, and in the firmest of 
heliefs that a relicion which could nroduce 
such characteristics was worthy of their 
closest regard. Tt was with the greatest 
confidence that he recommended this resolu- 
tion to the meeting. 

The Rev. Canon Stoney seconded 
resolution, which passed unanimously. 

COMMITTEE FORMED. 

On the motion of the Rey. C. BR. Moffat. 
the Archhishop of Dublin was appointed 
President. A number of vice-presidents and 
a representative committee were elected. 

The Chairman thanked the organisers of 
the meeting and the speakers, and said that 
he looked forward to really good results from 
the establishment of the branch.

DEATH OF LILLYWEHITE. 
ENGLAND'S FIRST TEST 
CAPTAIN, 


The last English sorviver of the first Test match 
with Anstralia: James Lillywhite. died at hís 
home near Chichester. yesterday evening, aged 87. 

He came of a great cricketing family, his uncte. 
William Lillywhite, hunown as “The Nonpareil. 
being, perhaps, the most famers slow how'er of 
his day. James Lillywhite finished his career as 
an aetive cricketer as far back as 1885. but for 
twenty years previousiv he tanked as ere of the 
leading professional bowlers. Rather síon leít. 
hand, he delivered the ball from a good height, 
and was exceptionally aceurate of piteh. Many 
remarkable bowling feats stand to his credit. For 
Sonth v. North. at Canterbury in 1872. he took 
all ten wickets in one innings. and tecive times 
during his career bowled unchanecd through an 
junings. 

He first appeared for Sussex in June. 1862. 
when. against Mac. at Lord's. he took 14 
wickets for 57 rine. In 1873 he seevred 94 
wickets for 34 runs apiece. The following 
summer he took 101 wickets at about the same 
cost. and in 1876, 91 wickets for 14 runs each. 

Liltivwhite paid five visits to Australia. going 
with W. G. Grace's side in 1875-74. onl acting 
ts captiin of the team which went out in 1876-77. 
In the latter towr Australia were opposed for the 
first time on levei terms, 

' He was also a Jeft-handed batsman with severe 
punishing powers, and a good slip field.

INQUEST VERDICT. 


In the Meath Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, 
Dr. Oswald Murphy, Deputy City Coroner, 
resumed the inquest into the death ot Mi 
Mary Kate Bov "e, of 138 Belfield terrace, 
Rathmines, who was killed by being knocked 
down by a horse attached to a 
mineral lorry on the 15th inst. in Wynnefield 
road, Rathmines. The vehicle is the property 
of the Direct Trading Company, for 
Mr. E. H. Burne, ot Messrs. Gerald 
and Co., solicitors, appeared. 

The Deputy Coroner announced that since 
the imquest had begun, immediately after the 
woman's death, the man in charge of the 
lorry had been charged before a Justice In 
the District Court. Informations had been 
refused, so that the jury had now only to 
return a verdict in accordance with the 
medical testimony tendered at the opening 
of the inquest. This was that death was due 
to shock and hemorrhage following the 
injuries received. 

The jury returned a verdict in those terms.
